Captain Morrisen of the ship Rai~
nier, lost in the Pac'fic Ocean
Janueary 3rd, near Ujial Island, of
the Marshzll Group say, that when
the vessel wert among the breskers,
the natives came off in bouts and
took the captain and crew ashore
fifteen milea from fhe po'nt of
wreck. There are [ifty inhabitlants
on the island, goverued by a king.
The natives were very kind aod did
everything for the comfort of the
crew. Some of them can spesk
English, Jearned from traders,
The island is three miles ling
and 250 miles from he nearest main
Jand. The nearest lavd is the
Phillipine Islands. The fourth day
after arrival the captain sent the
second officer and four seamen in a
boat to see if they ecould outain as-
sistance by running across a ship or
steamer. The boat was s'ghted by
the British bark “Catalice” and
taken to Salgon, where the news
was immed'ately telegraphed The
letter received was sent in th & bost.
At the time the Jelter was wiitten
everybody was in good hesitb. Mrs,
Huomphreys, of Bath, was well. The
crew of the Rainier cons'sted of 27
men. The sails had been taken
from the ship and formed into teats,
in which the parties lived Captain
Morrison being royally ecierinined
by the King of the isiand.

The Cuban Comedy.

New York, 11.—~A lettsr from
Havana dated April 5 b says: There
are serious accunuts from the in-
terior ss to the muvemen's of large
pirties of baodts, and government
troops continus to coms in. Yester-
dsy a vatla-ion of regulsr n:oe
was sent from Havana to Vuel‘aar-
riba and for a few days the coast in
the neighborhood of Havana was
cccupied by detacbments of troops.
The government fis _apparently
waking up to the situation. Privale
accounts from St. Dumingo say the
Cubanp refugees there are in possee~
sion of large amounts of money and
sre preparing for Janding In
Caba  in eombination  with
parties here. This is probably the
cause of the extrsordina’y move-
meunts of troope. The government,
in spite of all these facts, pretends
to ridicule all reports of a threatened
invasion. I

News has reached this eity that
the minister for the colonies has
made a new losn of 88,000,000 with
Hispsno, Colon‘al bank of Barcelona,
for the account of tbe Cubsn trea-
sury., The Caban treasury will pay
1 per cent. commission on the loan
and intersst at 814 per cent. per an-
num. This measure has caused the
greatest indignation here, and added
to the etate of profound alarm and
general discontent, prevalling as to
a loan and contrae: made with the
same bank 1880, rnd consldered cne
of the calamities which brought
about the precent s'ate of affairs.
The bank is already receiviog $33 -
000 daiiy from the ineome of Cuban
custom hounse:. The present loan
adds 815,000 daily. A perfect panic
is reigning in the markets; mer-
chauts in order tosell their drafts
have to submit to larga loss on ear-
rent rates.

The mining engive:r in charge of
the rescuing psrty entered the mine
ts note the situation of sffairs
When they emerged fiom the m'nes
they ansounced that the damige
was less than h»d been suprosed,
and little trouble was experienced
in regovering the bodies of victime.
Two boaies reclaimed yesaterdsy ure
horribly mutilated, those of Boon
and Maxey, 2 white boy, and Jim
Crim, a negro. Work wa  resumed
this morning. A still larger crowd
congregated at the entrance and
ropes were stretched to prevent
them eoming too near the approach.
The erowd observed proper decorum
and caused no undue excitement. A
spirit of great solemnrily seemed to
pervade the assembly. The bodies
as reccvered were placed in boxes
on the inside of the mine and several
were brought out together on a pole
car. A number of miners well
requainted with the vielims were
plsced at the entrance for the pur-
pose of identifying bodies, but of
sixteen recovered so far, only six
sre ideutified; these are: James
Crim, recogunized by the belt he
wore, Isam Maxwell by bis boots,
George Maxwell, by Leing found
wilh his' brother, Wm, Blusher, by
& patch on one of his boot?, Young
Jewell, hair and lacation of body,
and a4 German rec>gnized by his
wite, Many bodies are horribly
mengled, some heads blown off,
others arms and legs torn from
zochkets, 81l cthers entrails tern out
entirely. An srm and lex were
found in the main entrance, bat the
vody to wh'ch they belonged was
nat found. A thrill of herror passed
through the crowd as the reseuing
paity brought out the charred ana
disfigured remains of a miver with
his dinner bucket elaspsd in his
arms, probably just partaking of
his midnight m-al, whea the ex-
plosion hurled him into eternity.
S:sveral miners wers found w.th
picks in their hands, and their posi
tions indicated that death wasins
stantaneous to all in the mine. At
3.30 o'clock it was announced
that no more bodies would be re-
moved before 9 o’clock on Saturday
morning; the balaoce of ths day
was occapled in ge:ling ont carcas-
¢@3 of mules, which were too heavy
to be carried, and had to be halved
and quarlered snd hauled out. Very
little excilement prevalled;a large
crowd of men and Women sty.d
near the entrance, hoping by some
familiar feature to recogn'ze their
dead relatives, but as the aunounce-
ment was msde that no mors baidies
would be taken out uuntil Saturday
the crowd withdrew.
